Elks Lodge Secrètary De- 
spondent Over m Health 
and Financial Worry. 


Despondent over ill-health, financial 
•worry and a morbid brooding upon im- 
agined ^vrongs, Dr. Louis A. Worch, sec- 
retary of the Fort Wayne lodge of Elks 
and one of the best known men in the 
city, ended his life by shooting himself 
through the head in his rooms in the 
Lau block at an hour believed to have 
been between 6 and 7 o'clock Thursday 
rrening. 


The body of the suicide was not found 
until 2:05'Friday morning, Avhen mem- 
bers of the Elks, whose apprehensions 
had been aroused by the failure of Sec- 
retary Worch to appear for the regular 
meeting of the lodge Thursday evening, 
started a search for him in which the 
fiervices of the police were enlisted. 
Evidently Long Premeditated. 


That the suicide was long and care- 
fully premeditated is supported by nu- 
merous evidences. 
Brief notes ^vritten 
to his wife and to the lodge of Elks show 
that he had fully determined to end his 
life anii carefully laid his plans to do so. 


Dr. Worch was last seen , by friends, 
BO far as can be ascertained, about 3:30 
o'clock Thursday afternoon, when he 
stood on Calhoun street and' talked for 
% few" minutés to Guy Kite, custodian 
of the Elks' club and a close friend of 
¿be secretary. At that time he discussed 
»ffairs of the lodge that had a bearing 
iipiùjn his subsequent rash deed and ai- 
misgiving to what he 
»aid was the "knocking" ox some of the 
: Bien^rs against bis administration of 
iHe secretary's office. 


'Mr. Kite says that at the time Dr. 
Worch was in a very despondent mood, 
as he had been much of the time for the

For two years he had been living 
under the name of Frank ^Moller on a 
small chicken ranch back of Rollins Bay. 
He also conducted a barbershop in Roll- 
ing Bay. 
He was found, Thayer said, 
througli information gathered by Wm. 
J. Burns after the arrest of Schmidt 
last Saturday in New York. 


Was Arrested in Bed.

Had Lost the Trail. 


"Captain said for two years before 
buying his property at Rolling Bay he

One of the last members of a notori- 
ous robber band, whose luiparalleled ca- 
reer of crime dtning the civil war and 
the unsettled period that followed kept 
the people of a dozen states in terror, 
Frank James had been living the life of 
a quiet farmer for more than thirty 
years. .

There will be much interest iu Govenior Ralston's 
bill to provide for state mediation in labor disputes, 
•which has just been introduced in the house by Represen- 
tative Feick, of Garrett. 


3?he governor's plan provides that the state may in- 
ject itself into any labor trouble in which more than fifty 
employes are involved. The governor may, on his own 
initiative, or on the application of employers or emj^loyes, 
appoint a board of mediation and conciliation of three 
members. One shall be of the employing and one of the 
employe class, but neither of them can be directly inter- 
ested in the dispute. 


It is obligatory on the people involved in the contro- 
versy to agree to resume work, or operation, pending the 
cotnmission's intercession. 


If the board or commission, appointed by the gover- 
nory can not bring about mediation and conciliation, it 
Bhall exert all of its efforts to bring about an agreement 
to arbitrate. If this arbitration agreement can be'obtain- 
ed, after mediation and conciliation have failed, the arbi- 
tration board shall be composed of one member selected 
by the employers and one by the employes and the third 
member is to be selected by them. If, however, they are 
unable to agree on the third member then he shall be ap- 
pointed by the board of mediation. 


The arbitration board, under these conditions, would 
actively supplant the governor's state mediation and con- 
ciliation board, but the latter would remain to exert ad- 
visory service. The board may be increased from three 
to six members. 


The death of Frank James at Excelsior Springs, Mo., 
will bring vividly to the minds of those whose recollec- 
tion goes back to a generation ago the doings of the most 
notorious gang of bandits that ever infested this country. 
They 'were stalwart figures in crime, those outlaws with 
whom James and Ms brother were associated, and there 
was nothing of the piker about them. They were the sort 
of men whose energies, bent in some wholesome direc- 
tion, would have made them notable in any avenue, and 
while they must have revelled in the questionable distinc- 
tion that they had attained, none realized better than thèy 
that they were waging a losing fight—that sooner or later 
- thè law would get them. It did. Of Frank James it must 
be said that the later years of his life were lived circum- 
iSpectly, but it is doubtful if the man himself ever believed 
1 this made atonement for his startling career as an outlaw 
" pndabandit.

killers, holding them to be danjrcrous 
so far as children are concerned. 


In ft statement concerninit the agita- 
tion, the official bulletin of the bureau 
says : 


"Of 47 cases of arsenical poisoninc of 
children reported from 15 states from 
July to Octobcr, 1914, in 3,4 the chil- 
dren were tlirce years old or less. 
In 
37 cases the children had drunk poison- 
ed water from a saucer containing fly 
paper. 
In eight eases 
the 
children 
were poisoned by sucking the wicks. In 
tin receptacles containing arsenic, sugar 
and water. 
In two cases thè children 
were poisoned 
by sucking 
a- »pongo 
ufeed to moisten theSe wicks in poison- 
ous fly destroyers." 


The bureau adds that the symptoms' 
of arsenical poisoning 
and 
those 
ot 
cholera infantum make it certain that 
there are many more cases than aru 
reported to the health authorities, and 
that cholera infantum, one of the most 
common of children's ailments, is prev- 
alent at the time these poisonous liy 
killers are most used. 


Jiost of the children, are too young 
to tell the cause oi^heir illness and 
unless seen taking the poison, arseni- 
cal poisoning may not bo 
suspected. 
The bureau holds there 
are effective 
and safe methods of killing flies, and 
that there is no need of using poisons 
of any kind. 


The organization, of which 
Walter 
H. '\^'ood is manager, asks that arseni- 
cal fly killers be placed outside 
the 


roach of younar children or their use at 
sll discouraged.

THE DEATH OF ELI AND HIS SONS, 


LESSON TEXT-I Samuel 4^1-13. 18. 
GOLDEN TEXT—Be ye doer® of the 
•word, and not hearers only, deluding your 
own selves.—James 1:22 R. V. 


The Philistines In the days of Ell 
overran Israel pretty much at wlllJ 
All Israel, God's people, soon knew 
that God was speaking through this 
new prophet. 


1. No Help at Ebenszer, w . 1, 2. Eb- 
enezer was that place where Samuel 
later set up the stones of commemo- 
ration (I Samuel 7:12). 
Here the ag- 
gressive Philistines overcame and put 
to rout the Israelites. 
Israel had 
sinned and needed correction (chapter 
7:3 ; Ps. 106:40, 41). 
When God's peo- 
ple neglect him they weaken them- 
selves and easily become the prey of 
their enemies. 
Full often the church 
of today stands defeated and 
dis- 
graced, nay even turns its back to the 
enemy, because it harbors sin and 
sinners in its ranks (Josh. 7:12). 


n. Seeking Help, vv. 3-9. If Israel 
really desired to know the cause of 
their discomfiture they did not need to 
go far to seek it. The trouble was that 
they were not willing to see and own 
it 
(I. Cor. 11:31). 
The 
reasoning 
tipon the part of these elders seems 
to be, "Why have we, Israelites, been 
smitten by these Philistines who are 
not God's chosen people?" 
It was 
absurd and unjust for them to have 
to suffer. 
We hear this same sort 
of reasoning today, whereas God would 
have us probe deeper and search our 
hearts, for If we regard iniquity iu 
our hearts the Lord will not hear us. 
Ât Shiloh, Eli is caring for the ark, 
and with the fatalism and superstition 
that will govern the ungodly, Israel 
sends for it "that it may save us" 
(v. 3). 
The ark contained the tables 
of the law and was the symbol of the 
presence of God (Ex. 25:10-22). 
Their 
trust was in the ark and not in the 
God of the ark. Such is ever tke dan- 
ger of formalism in religion. To carry 
the ark about Jericho trusting in Je- 
hovah, was quite different from har- 
boring the sons of Eli, yet thinking 
that God could not let the ark be 
captured. 
The churches of our land 
are the saving salt, but "if the salt 
hath lost its savour," if Hophni and 
Phinehas bear the ark, nothing but 
defeat and disgrace can be expected, 
though the enemy may tremble (v. 8). 
The Philistines were strong enough 
to smite because of the weakness of 
Israel. 
They recognized the shouts 
and remembered the mighty deeds of^ 
Jehovah, which exploits would have 
been repeated had Israel truly turned 
to God. 
There was good reason for 
the Philistines to fear. 
But God was 
not on the side of Israel at that time. 
The Philistines began to exhort them- 
selves. 
Their call (v. 9) was a good 
one and was used later by Paul (1 Cor. 
16:13). 
For them not to do anything 
was to be captured by their former 
slaves. If they fought, they could but 
die. 


III. The Lost Battle, vv. 10-11. God 
would not succor his chosen people, 
nor defend the symbols of religion 
when , the spirit and heart of that re- 
ligion had departed 
(Ps. 
78:56-64). 
The two reprobate sons of Eli were 
slain as a punishment for their sins 
and in fullfillment of the word of God 
(chapter 2:12; 3:13, 14). 
Their pun- 
ishment came in connection with the 
same holy service they had defiled. 


IV. The Death of Ell, w . 12-18. The 
aged Eli, now ninety-eight years old, 
was anxiously awaiting news of the 
battle, "for his heart trembled for th« 
ark of God." 
This anxiety was quite 
unnecessary (v. 13). 
God can take 
care of his ark. Eli had reason, how- 
ever, to tremble for Israel and his 
wicked sons. 
He is an illustration of 
those Indulgent parents who refusé 
to use discipline in the care of their 
children. 


The ark did not return to Shlloh. 
After Its various vicissitudes it found 
an abiding place in the house of Abin- 
adab, whose son Eleazar was sanctl* 
fled to take charge of It. 
Later It 
was taken to Jerusalem, and in the 
meantime Shiloh passed into oblivion. 


The Golden Text. That we learn to 
do by doing Is a fundamental prin- 
ciple in pedagogy. Mere human words 
do not change character. 
Youth does 
not acquire purity of character by 
listening to beautiful statements about 
the virtues. Religion Is not a laft re- 
source. It must be practiced in youth 
If it Is to give strength, courage and 
comfort in old age. It is not a matter 
of creed and formula but a life; it le 
not a convenience but a course of 
action that governs all of life. 


It is not the tnmlnff in life's testing 
times, to those forms from which 
all 
life has departed. 


Parents today seem to be lax in 
discipline. 
Too often It is the child 
that brings up the parent 
We need 
to accustom the child to virtue and 
obedience, to teach hitt truth while 
at the knee, that when "he is old he 
may not depart" therefrom. 
While 
somo children of good parents go 
astray yet this is not the rule. A true 
Christian atmosphere and spirit of 
service in 
the home, 
the 
Sundajr 
school 'and the. church are the great- 
est Dossible safeguards for the young.

Charlie Herzog is a type of manager 
entirely new to baseball and his success 
or failure as a leader is awaited with in- 
terest by the students of the game. Also 
"Buck" is one of the most misfunderstood 
of players because his character as seen 
from the stands is totally different from 
what he is as a man. 


Herzog is a university man, a student, 
one of the most devoted of family men, a 
lover of home life, of study. While on the 
field he has been the leader of the "fresh" 
type of player, a fighter, and a man of 
ideas and theories. 
I consider him the 
best equipped man from the standpoint of 
theory, 
of education and 
alertness of 
brain of all the major league leaders. 
Add to this a touch of McGraw's methods, 
a hatred for loafers and a willingness to 
mix it with anyone, and yoiu have some 
conception of the young fellow to whom 
the task of raising the lowly Reds into 
respectability has been awarded. 


Herzog's 
family was 
German-Swiss, 
despite the belief among fans he has no 
Jewish blood, although he says he'd be 
proud if he had. 
He attended the Uni- 
versity of Maryland. 
He jumped through 
the minors like a performer through a 
loop and landed on the New York Giants. 


It is tradition that the first day he 
played with the Giants he ran in to tell 
Mathewson how to pitch. 
He was just 
the type of player for McGraw—save for 
one thing—both had theories and OP. some 
points they did not agree. 


Herzog is high strung, nervous, fast 
and imp>ulsive in action, and his 
hot- 
headedness and McGraw's cold-blooded- 
ness had the same ends—but where they 
differed was that McGraw must have his 
own way—and Herzog his. 


That led to McGraw t i d i n g him sum- 
marily to Boston where, in spite of being 
on a hopeless team, he played great ball 
and hit as never before. 
McGraw, 
in 
desperate need of a third baseman, made 
a trade to get him back, and Herzog 
turned the Giants into a pennant winning 
team. 


His playing in the world's series against 
Boston was the most sensational 
ever 
seen in such a series, and he alone kept 
the Red Sox from winning four straights, 
and almost won the series for the much 
weaker Giants. 


Probably the breach would have closed 
had not McGraw encountered a "tempera- 
mental" player in Shafer. 
This yoiuug 
wonder insisted upon a contract that he 
was to play regularly. 
McGraw tried him 
at short and he was a failure. He wanted 
to put him in the outfield, and Shafer 
refused, saying it would rob his friend 
Snodgrass of a job. 
Just then Herzog 
got hurt. McGraw shifted Shafer to third 


and he developed at once into a great 
player. 
That left Herzog on the bench— 
and 
he did 
not 
like it. 
The 
breach 
widened, and when Herzog got a chance 
to manage Cincinnati McGraw let him 
go. 


Herzog almost wore himself Cut during 
the first year's fight with a poor ball club. 


He battled players, owners and the assist- 
ant managers and beat them all. 
He 
came back as a real manager, breaking 
Cincinnati records. All this winter he has 
been scouring the country trying to get 
a ball club together and the Cincinnati 
fans are strong for him. He Is the most 
popular manager in many years.

David was a king, not only after the 
order of naen, but also he wa« a king 
Ic. the higher royalty, the aristocracy of 
enaraeter, 
Mbre than any other man 
of his own day, yea mwe than almost 
any man of any day, he seemed to en- 
ter into the spirit of the divine life to 
think God's thought« after him. ^ Only 
t^o ways have ever been devised, by 
which man has endeavored to com^e into^ 
r^ht relationship with 
his 
Creator. 
One is the way of the law, thé other 
Is the way of grace. 
The way of the 
law was the method of Jacob, the trad- 
er and bargainer, who «aid, "If God will 
1» with me and help me and bless me, 
then I will serve him . as long 
as I 
live." 
He knew that by this plan he 
was gettiqg b^ far the bigger end of 
thf bargain. But the way of grace was 
the way of David who, realizing the 
love and mercy of Qod, is filled with 
ttie spirit of gratitude, and in his re- 
. tponse exclaims, "What shall I render" 
unto the Lord for 
all 
His 
benefits 
toward me?" 
The way of Jacob was 
to be good and to do good, in order 
that God might love you. But the way 
of David is the Christian way, to be 
good and do good because God loves 
you. 


It is one of the strangest facts there 
is so little gratitude to God in human 
hearts. 
Th;s is due 
first 
of all 
to 
thoughtlessness. 
Those two verbs, "to 
think" and "to thank," as in the Ger- 
man "denken" 
and 
"danken," 
were 
originally the same word. 
That is, to 
be thankful, we must first be thinkful, 
thoughtful. 
Sirs. Browning said that 
almost every one would be charitable if 
he would stop to think about it. 
So 
also we might say almost every 
one 
would be relipoÚB, if he would stop to 
thihk about it. Bacon^ the philosopher, 
said, "A little learning tendeth. toward 
infidelity, but much learning 
tendeth 
toward Christianity." 


Ingratitude . is also due to . magnify- 
ingv our misfortunes. 
No matter how 
many pleasarit days there may have 
been, yet if. the clouds come over the 
sky and the day is dark and gloom^y. 
there are many who forget all "about the 
brightness • and grumbî» at ^;he gloom. 
I like. that, .song, "Cpt^nt. your. many 
blessings; name them one by one." If 
you will only sit down* and" enumerate 
the gifts and mercies- of God to • you, 
you will be 'amazed and overwhelmed at 
the marvelous evidences of His affec- 
tion. 


This unthankful spirit is also due to 
depreciating God's efforts and exalting 
our own. 
So many men, if they -have 
achieved anv success worthy of praise, 
will take all the'credit to themselves. 
iBut, on the other hand, if there is any- 
thing worthy of blame then they will 
charge it to God Or someone else, but 
never to themselves. 
It is like a hus- 
band saying, when the children are good. 
"There, wife, see what my children did." 
But if the children are naughty^ he will 
trrowl out, "There, wife, see what your 
•hildren did." 


This ingratitude is also due to their 
being . BO absorbed in other things that 
they have entirely forgotten and neg- 
lected the ST>iritual things. 
CHirist has 
been crowded out of their lives. 
They 
have been so busy with their plans for 
ïociety and politics and business, so in- 
terested in the pleasure and money mak- 
insr, that they have little thought or 
interest in the kinffdom of God, 
Also 
they have jncl.'red things from the wrong 
standards, and looked at them from the 
wrong perspective. Pizarro. in his con- 
quest of Peru, tells about those simple 
natives trading off solid nuggets of sil- 
ver and gold, for a few gaudy beads 
and other trinkets. 
It is the old story 
of Esau bartering awa^; his birthright 
for a mess of pottage. 
;But whatever the cause of ingratitude, 
the result is always the same. It means 
disaster. 
There can be no 
godliness 
without gratitude. 
Our Lord, never ac- 
c^jlts. drafted soldiers into His service— 
it Is always volunteers. 
If 
you 
are 
«àved, -it will not be because you have 
tfl be-r-it will be because you want to 
be; iiot through compulsion, but through 
choice. In order to make man the hij^- 
eipt type of created being, it was es- 
sential that his Creator, endow him with 
iihe faculty of will and the power of 
c^ice^ 
It is fdr tliia reason that the 
\Yord says that God creat^ man in His 
own image. 
If He had not given to 
mto-this faculty. He Would have been 
a mere automaton, of no value to him- 
•âf, to. his fellows, or to 
God. 
But 
lúiving endowed humanity 
with 
this 
po^er of choice, it n&turally-followed 
that some would choose evil rather than 
good, and therefore sin came into the 
world, and spiritual death by sin. 


Now how is sin 
to. be 
eradicated? 
Only by one of two ways. 
The first 
:would be by destroying man's will. But 
that would be fatal to human progress 
ftñd hopes and character. The only oth 
er course is to allow mankind to re- 
tain this faculty of will and decision, 
Pitt to endeavor to bring him, of hi« 
own volition, to choose the good rath- 
er than the evil, to woo him from the 
W ^ g course to the 
right. 
So 
all 
thirough the centuries, this has been 
til* pbn and purpose of God'« dealing 
l^th man, by manifold acts and evi- 
dfüoM of HÛ love to win his heart, and 
bjr^ that to : «love his will tò^ right áe 
tío». 
. God ka» manifested thi« love first of 
k11,by Hit Vorks of creation. 
In the 
Ittt ^aaatyilk. the supreme purpose of 
aa^thlf universe seems to be to create 
HM' best l ^ i b l e environment for the 
dttotopmeiit-of human life. 
It is im- 
fMsiblf .tor JiMgine anything that God 
miiiit bavé 
that He ha« not done 
te all aatttrt to improfve man's materl-

But beyond all these other evidences 
of divine affection is the love of God 
manife«t in the person of Jesus Qurist 
For the life of Jesus is thé love of God 
expressed in terms of human experi- 
ence and comprehension. 
Do you re- 
member that old poem, 
written 
by 
Thomas Moore, "Llalla Rookh"? 
It is 
an oriental love story of how a prince 
of one nation was 
betrothed 
to 
princess of a foreign 
country. 
This 
i^tch was arranged by the diplomats 
The young people had never seen each 
other. 
\ ^ e n the time drew near for 
the marriage to be consummated, the 
princess was. to come to the coimtry 
and capitol of this foreign prince. This 
royal youth began to reason 
within 
himself, "Now if that maiden comes to 
my palace to be my queen, merely in 
obedience to the prearranged plan, there 
will be no true Jove or happiness 
for 
either her or me." 
Sp the story dè- 
scribed how he left his own country and 
went to this foreign land, incognito, un- 
faiown, dia^ised as a servant. 
He en- 
listed in. the service of the princess as 
a minstrel and page. 
When she, with 
her retinue, started forth on that long 
journey over mountain and valley to 
the capitol of the foi-eign country, this 
prince, by acts of kindness and service 
every day, yvon the maiden's affection. 


At last they drew near to the foreign 
capitol. 
On the next day they were to 
enter the city and the wedding was to 
be celebrated. 
This minstrel came into 
the presence of the princess to bid her 
goodbye, and ^aid to her, "ïou 
will 
never see your poor page again." 
The 
dear girl's heart was almost broken; 
for by his statement she was now to 
be separated from the only on© 
she 
had ever loved, and on the morrow she 
was to become the bride of a stranger, 
whom she supposed she had never seen 
That night was a night of weeping and 
deepest grief. 
But on the 
following 
day when she entered the royal city 
and was ushered into the presence of 
the king, to her great and glad sur- 
prise "vvliom should she see seated 
on 
the throne, surrounded by all the riches 
and retinue and regality of state, none 
other but he who as a poor servant had 
won her heart's affection. 


Do you not see the Avonderful wis- 
dom of God, as revealed in Qirist Je- 
sus? He could compel your service and 
mine, whether we Avould or no. 
With 
His omnipotence, He could have crush- 
ed us like worms beneath His feet. But 
God Avill never violate a human will. 
If you are to come into fellowship with 
Him, a citizen of His kingdom, it v/ill 
be in response to His goodness and love 
What more could God do for you than 
He has done? Could you form a higher 
conception of infinite love tha.n has been 
revealed to us in the person of Jesus 
Christ? 
If .His goodness and patience 
and sympathy and sacrifice and death 
dp not touch your hca.rt, and awaken a 
spirit of gratitude in return, you are 
past feeling. 


The basest, blackest sin of mankind 
is the sin of ingratitude.. It has" been 
said that republics are ungrateful. So 
are individuals. 
A policeman, recently 
retired, who for twenty years had been 
stationed at a dangerous crossing in a 
city, and had saved hundreds of peo- 
ple from accidents that would probably 
have been certain 
death, said 
in all 
those 
years 
but 
one 
person 
had 
thanked him. 
I told you the incident 
of the college boy at Evanston, wlio, 
years ago, swam out to the wreck of the 
Lady Elgin and rescued eighteen, one 
after another, bringing them safely to 
shore. It Avas at the cost of his health 
and strength, for he has never seen a 
Avell day since. 
He told a friend not 
long ago,-that not one of the eighteen 
had even as much as thanked him for 
Avhat he had done for them. 


1 have heard somewhere the story of 
a AvayAvard son, the only child of loving 
parents, by his life of, disobedience and 
wickedness he had broken his mother's 
heart, and she had come doAvn to 
her 
death. 
The eA-ening of the day of the 
funeral,. Avhen they had returned from 
the céinetéry, the father and son sat 
doAvn to the supper in the old 
home 
alone. 
Wlien the meal Avas ended, the 
boy pushed back his chair and started 
to get his hat and ovcrcoat to go away. 
Said the father, "My boy, you are cer- 
tainlv liot going to go out this even- 
ing."' "Yes. 
Some'of the fellows have 
planned a stag party and smoker to- 
night. We have a big time on." "But, 
my boy, surely you would not go away 
and-leave me alone tonight. Just think 
that only a few homrs ago 
wis 
laid 
mother's body away in the grave. This, 
old house seems so empty and lonely, I 
cannot stand it to be left alone to- 
night. 
It seems to me it would kill 
me." 
"Oh, I have an 
engagement," 
said the boy, "that I must keep." The 
old father planted himself in the door- 
Avay and said, "My boy, I cannot let 
you go tonight. 
You must stay ; with 
me." 
"Get out of my way," said the 
son in a harsh, petulant manner, as he 
shoved his father aside. 
The old man

been, "What response aré you going to 
make to the love of Jesu« Chrl«t? Shall 
you not thi« evening «ay 
with 
the 
Itelmist, "What shall I render unto the 
C<ord for all Hi« goodness toward me?" 
Make the Psalmist'« amiwer your an- 
swer. 
"I will take the cup of «alva 
tion." 
You will note here that 
thi« 
«tateinent implies that salvatwn is a 
gift. 
It is «omethl^ that you qinnot 
purchase, nor eam^ noi^ Inhérii II TOU 
are.to obtain talfiMjoo f o u . m u â t ; » 
it a.

class an old silver: jWiitcfai and said ter 
the largest boy in the class, "Here, my 
boy, I will rive you this watch," 
but 
the boy smiled in an embarrassed way 
and did not take the watch.

I will make you 
a present of it." The boy shrugged his 
shoulders and looked down and grin- 
ned, but made no move to take the 
watch. So on, boy after boy, down the 
line, was offered the Avatch, but 
no 
one took it. 
At last when he offered 
it to the smallest boy, he stepped up 
and took it and put it in 
his pocket. 
"That's right," said Mr. Moody, "you 
keep it wound and it will keep 
good 
time." 
Then the other 
boys in the 
class began to look at one another and 
then at their 
teacher, 
amazed. 
The 
largest one said, "Mr. Moody?" 
"Well 
what is it?" 
"But, Mr. Moody, you 
didn't mean for him to keep 
it, did 
you?" 
"Well, isn't that Avhat I said? 
Didn't I offer to give it to you?" "Yes, 
I know that's Avhat you said,

So often at our home it never rains, 
but it pours. 
If on^ of the children 
gets sick, all of them get sick at the 
same time. 
Some years ago, when I 
was still in the pastorate, Arthur was 
a baby and seemed very near to death 
Avith pneumonia. 
Tlie two older chil- 
dren were ill with typlioid fever. The 
mother was caring, for the baby and .1 
Avas trying my best to care for the two 
older children^ but was called out for 
a little while to be at the bedside of 
a dying Avoman. 
When. I returned, I 
found the doctor was there and was 
trying to get our older boy to 
take 
some medicine out of a cup, but 
the 
little felloAv was screaming, "I won't 
take it.' 
I won't take it!" 
But when 
I entered the room his face brightened, 
and he looked from my face to the doc: 
tor's and said, "If you let papa, give me 
the cup, I will take it." 
taking the 
medicine from the doctor's hand, I of- 
fered it to the boy, and without a mur- 
mur he drank it. You niay ask, "Why 
Avas that?" 
Well, the doctor was 
a 
comparative stranger to him, but he 
kncAV his father. 
He had 
confidence 
that his father would give him nothing 
that Avas not for his good. 


So, my friends, can you not 
trust 
God? Do you believe that God AVILL ofv 
fer you anything that is not for your 
benefit and AA'elfare? - When He ten- 
ders to you tonight the cup of , salva- 
tion. if there ia faith in 
Him 
and 
gratitude for Avhat He has already done, 
say Avith David, "I will take the cup 
of salvation." 


Note also that the Psalmist says, "I 
Avill call upon the name of the Lord." 
Yon parents understand. this, when at 
night the-child is tfiP"need or in suffer- 
ing it Avill call out, "Papa," or 
more 
likely Avill calK "Mamma." 
Is it 
not 
true, parents, that in sleep your ears 
are deafened, to every other sound, yet 
at the slightest call of your child you 
will inimediately- arouse? 
If this 
ia 
true Avith the earthly parent, how much 
more Avith the heavenly Father? 
Well 
does the Scripture say, 'God's arm is not 
shortened that it cannot save; neither 
is His ear heavy that it cannot hear." 
He says, "Before thou shalt call I will 
answer thee." 


The story is told in English history 
that the Earl of Essex was the favor- 
ite of Queen Elizabeth. 
One day she 
gave him a signet ring, at the 
same 
time saying. "Essex, Avhenever yqu are 
in need of help, send me this rin^ and 
I will grant your request, whatever it 
may be." His enemies, jealous of his 
favor at court, trumped up a charge of 
treason against him, and he was arrest- 
ed, convicted and sentenced to be be- 
headed. 
'VVhile he was in the 
tower 
awaiting the execution, he sent this ring 
to Queen Elizabeth, by one whom he 
supposed to be a friend, but was in 
fact in the pay of his enemies. 
The 
ring never reachcd the queen. 
After 
the earl was beheaded she heard that 
he had sent the ring to her, and it is 
said that the queen never smiled again. 
There is not this danger when you call 
upon the Kintr of kings. 
Tlie promise 
is given us, "Whosoever shall ever call 
upon the name of the Lord shall be 
saved." 


Moreover, the Psalmist said, "I will 
pay my VOAVS unto tlie Lord now, in the 
presence of all His people.". Mark two 
special elements in this statement. 
It 
is now, immediately; In the presence of 
all His people, publicly. 
There is some 
that -profess to be Ghtistians, who haA'e 
never made this op«n acknowledgment 
and declared their faith in Clirist. 
If 
you have in your heart the 
spirit of 
gratitude that ought to be there, you 
Avill be seeking for opportunities to con- 
fess your faith in Him. 


I' have heard how an officer, during 
a war, was riding over the battlefield 
one evening after an engagement, Avhen 
a wounded seedier of the enemy called 
torhim for> heip. 
He came where the 
man was, brought him a drink of water, 
rolled lA hi» overcoat for a pilloAv for 
the many covered him over 
with 
his 
blanket, and a« he was about to turn 
»way to get on. his horse. the wqunded 
man dreAV oiit a revolver and shot the 
office dead. 
You say. "It is 
hardly 
possible. to conceive of a man 
so un- 
grateful." That one is a prince by the 
side of a person who,, yfear after year 
receives untold mercies and 
blessings 
from the hand of God, and never ex- 
presies hw appreeii^tion by a life of 
service and ob^ienee. 


Perlwp«' t|)ere is not one in this audi- 
ence that has not .«ometime in your life 
made a vow. to God. It miiy have been 
in the. time ol extreme danger, when 
you caUed upon God for help. 
It May 
have been ha Buffering, when your body 
vf^ racked with pain; you felt that vou 
were near to death and you aaked God 
to help you, to re«tore you to health 
and you promi«cd to «erve Him. It may 
have been when you were standlmr at 
the fide of an open^ grave^ a« the cof-

THE MOraMEtOUS 


Federal Bird Census Shows 
English Sparrow is Close 
Second. 


Washington, Feb. 19.—A 
census 
of 
birds of the United States, announced 
by the department of agricultiire, shows 
an average of sixty 
pairs of English 
sparrows to the square mile, or seven 
to every 100 native birds tliroughout 
the country. 


Tlie robin is shown to be the roost 
numcroua bird with the English sparrow 
a close second. In the n^ortheast robins 
averaged six-pairs to each farm of fifty- 
eight acres, while English sparrows av- 
eraged five pairs i)er farm. Taking 100 
robins as a unit, other birds were noted 
in the following proportions: 


Catbirds, 
4i). brown 
thrushes, 
37; 
house wrens, 28; king birds, 27 
and 
blue birds, 26. 


As for density of population on each 
acre of farmland there was an average 
of one pair of birds. Chevy Chase, Md. 
holds the record for density, where 161 
pairs nested 
on 
twenty-three 
acres. 
Thirty-four specie» of birds were repre- 
sented. 


The bird population is much loss than 
it ought to be, according to department 
experts, wlio claim that if birds were 
given more protection there would be 
an increase in numbers.

SEEKS LARGER BIRTH RATE. 


French Academy Considers Problem of 
Population. 


Paris, Feb. 19—The problem of re- 
population in France is receiving the at- 
tention of the Academy of Moral and 
Political Sciencc. Figures were. read at 
a meeting of the academy showing that 
the number of births annually in the 
country during the last twenty years 
has fallen from 860,000 to 750,000. 
It 
was estimated that if a proportionate 
decrease continued for another twenty 
years, the future military classes would 
be 30.000 below the classes of 1914, 1915 
and 1910. 


The question was regarded as so vital 
that it was suggested that important ad- 
vantages should be accorded fathers of 
families having numerous children and 
the idea be generalized that the normal 
family comprises three children. It was 
sugsrested also that the heads of such 
families be allowed to share in a pro- 
posed recompense.

•«'hich 20 have built pavilions of their 
own. 
England, Gennany, Austria and 
Russia, among the belligerents, are not 
officially represented, although various 
of their commercial organizations have 
seen to it 
that they should not 
be 
wholly left out of mind. 
France, Italy 
and Japan are officially represented, as 
are 41 states and territories under the 
flag of the United states, Canada and 
Australia, under the British flag, both 
have buildings. 


Finished Six Months Ago. 


Structurally 
speaking, that part of 
the exposition built 
out 
of its OAvn 
funds and wholly imder the control of 
its 
own 
directors 
was 
finished 
six 
months ago, . 


The grounds lie on the water front, 
adjoining the 
United 
States military 
reservation, known as the Presidio, fac- 
ing San Francisco bay, Avith the Golden 
Gate visible to the west. 


The broad stretches of mural expanse 
are grained and stained to the texture 
and color of Italian travertine. 
Where 
the statuary has not been wrought from 
the same material, it has been finished 
a soft buff, or burnt orange.. 


Thus tlic exposition as a whole has 
the soft tone of a pastel, done in the 
impressionistic manner. 
Other world's 
fairs have been uniformly white, which 
in the strong light of the California cli- 
mate would have been painfully daz- 
zling. 


Dominating the whole scheme is the 
colossal tower of.Jewels, 435 feet high, 
set in the central court of the Universe,

than those of St. Peter's at Rome. Each 
column is surmounted by the figure of a 
star, whose head is covered with "jew- 
els," an? from the tower itself depend 
80,000 sparklets in all colors, Avhich flash 
in the sun and scintillate at night when 
the searchlights illuminate the court. 
Most Compact Ever Built. 


The site and nlan of the exposition 
have made it the most compact ever 
built, 
i t occupies 835 acres, of which 
50 have been devoted 
to horticultural 
display. 
Liberal- use of palnus, shrub- 
bery, vines and trees has been made to 


relieve and diversify the long facades 
of the exhibit palaces. 
At the far ends 
of the grounds are the athletic fields and 
race track; at the near end lies the 
zone, in which are grouped the amuse- 
ment concessions. 


Conceived to celebrate tlie opening of 
the Panama canal, the idea of the ex- 
position had its inception in 1904. 
The 
great fire of 1906, in Avhich ^an Fran- 
cisco practically was destroyed, only 
delayed plans for its embodiment. 
The 
authorization of the state legislature, 
together with an appropriation of $5,- 
900,000, Avas obtained 
and, 
in April, 
1910, .$4,089,000 was raised by private 
subscription in tAvo hours.

WaehMgtbn, Feb. 19:~"A bill for the 
emancipation of members of congress," 
is the way Congressman Warren Worth 
Bailey of Pennsylvania, 
described hia 
proportional "representation bill (H. R. 
20737) before the house committee on 
election of president, 
vicc 
president 
and representatives in congress, at the 
hearing before the committee February 
16. 
The Bailey bill would enable any 
state which elects three or more mem- j 
bera to elect them by the list system of 
proportional representation instead 
of 
the present system 
of 
single-member 
districts. It seeks to correct the abuse:« 
of the present system 
by which the 
voters in a congressman's district who 
vote against him go unrepresented in 
the congress. 


"A democrat in Vermont or a repub- 
lican in Texas might as well be at the 
bottom of the sea so far as any effect 
his vote might Lave on the election," 
said Representative Bailey to the com- 
mittee. 
"The only real purpose a dem- 
ocrat serves in Vermont," he said, "is 
to entitle the republicans in that state 
to a larger representation in the house 
than they would otherwise get by rea- 
son of a larger population. 
The same 
is equally true 
of 
a republican 
in 
Texas." 


Mr. C. G. Hoag, general secretary of 
the American Proportional Representa- 
tion league,-of Haverford, Pa., describ- 
ed to the committee the M'orking of . the 
Bailey bill in. practice. 
"Under 
this 
bill," he said, "any state electing three 
or more representatives 
might 
select 
the list system, which consists simply 
in allowing each party 
or group 
to 
nominate candidates in a single list on 
the ballot. 
The voter marks a single 
cross on any one list. 
This vote counts 
as a vote for the list and as a vote for 
the man on the list Belectei 
The to- 
tal vote in the state is divided by the 
number of representatives to which the 
state 
is entitled, and 
representatives 
arc apportioned to the various parties 
in accordance with their voting strength 
in the state. 
The particular candidates 
of any party selected are those who 
receive the greatest number of 
votes 
on their particular list. 
Our present 
system leaves the result to chance or 
to corruption. 
The proportional 
sys- 
tem assures that every party shall be 
represented in accordance with its ac- 
tual strength; that no party shall have 
more and therefore that no party can 
have less than the representation 
to 
which it is entitled."

The United States bureau of chemis- 
try—the pure food and drugs bureau— 
is entering into a new line of popular 
educational work.

the policy recently adopted of designat- 
ing members of its staff to attend pub- 
lic meetings where questions of pure 
food and drugs are discussed. 
Hereto- 
fore the bureau has confined its work 
to regulation almost exclusively. 
The 
new' policy isèems to indicate that édu- 
cation is in future to have as much at- 
tention as regulation. 


In line with the new policy, the bu- 
reau designated Dr. Theodore C. Mc;- 
rill, medical. assistant in the drug di- 
vision, to give a public lecture held im- 
der the auspices of the Medical Society 
of the County of New York, and its 
public health" education committee on 
February 
16. 
Dr. 
Merrill's 
address 
dealt with the question of "Home Dos- 
ing of Children, Its Evil Effects." 


"Home dosing of children," he said, 
"especially with proprietary drug prep- 
arations, is likely to be harmful in sev- 
eral ways. 
'Soothing' 
or 
'teething' 
syrups which contain morphine or Dth- 
er narcotics not only dull sensation, but 
may seriously affect 
the 
developing 
nervous system. 
Besides 
this, 
such 
drugs may induce a drug habit which 
will inevitably prove most unfortunate 
in its effects upon the helpless child 
who becomes a victim of it." 


The public health education commit- 
tee's lectures are held at 17 West 43rd 
streéi", New York, on alternate Tuesday 
evenings and Thursday afternoons dur 
ing January and February, and are in 
tended to help in lessening suffering 
and saving life.

It is thought Dr. Worch retired to his 


oilicc in the Lau block about -1 o'clock | 
in the afternoon and never left it again 
alive. The notes he left were written 
in a firm hand with a lead pencil _aml ^ 
cave indication of no nervousness. Nonoi 
of the other tenants of tho Lau building' 
heard any report of firearms and it is 
for this reason believed that he doubt- 
less fired the bullet into his brain be- 
tween f h n hours of Ii and 7 o'clock, a 
time when the upper floors of the build- 
ing wcro practically deserted.

The Philistine* In the d»yi ot Ell 


overran Israel pretty much at will.; 
All Israel, God's people, toon knew 
that God was speaking through thll 
new prophet 


I. No Help «t Ebenezer, w. 1. 2. Eb- 


enezer was that plz.ce where Samuel 
later set up the stones of commemo- 
ration (I Samuel 7:12). Here the ag- 
gressive Philistines overcame and put 
to rout the Israelites. 
Israel had 


sinned and needed correction (chapter 
7:3; Ps. 106:40. 41). When God'e peo- 
ple neglect him they weaken them- 
selves and easily become the prey ot 
their enemies. Full often the church 
of today stands defeated and dis- 
graced, nay even turns Its back to tha 
enemy, because it harbors gin and 
sinners In its ranks (Josh. 7:12). 


II. Seeking Help, w. 3-9. If Israel 


really desired to know the cause ot 
their discomfiture they did not need to 
go far to seek it. The trouble was that 
they were not willing to see and own 
It (I. Cor. 11:31). 
The reasoning 


upon the part of these elders seems 
to be, "Why have we, Israelites, been 
smitten by these Philistine* who.are 
not God's chosen people?" 
It was 


ibsurd and unjust for them to have 
to suffer. 
We hear this same sort 


of reasoning today, whereas God would 
have us probe deeper and search our 


i hearts, for If we regard iniquity iu 
! our hearts the Lord will not hear us. 


• At Shilob, Ell is caring for the ark, 
; and with the fatalism and superstition 


• that will govern the ungodly, Israel 
, sends for it- "that It may save us" 


I (v. 3). 
The ark contained the"tables 


i of the law and was the symbol of the 
! presence of God (Ex. 25:10-22). Their 


trust was in the ark and^not in the 
God of the ark. 
Such Is ever the dan- 


ger of formalism in religion. To carry 
the ark about Jericho tru«ting in Je- 
hovah, was quite different from har- 
boring the sons of Eli, yet thinking 
that God could not let the ark ba 
captured. The churches of our land 
are the saving salt, but "if the salt 
lath lost its eavour," if Hophnl and 
Phinehas bear the ark, nothing but 
defeat and disgrace can he expected, 
:hough the enemy may tremble (v. 8). 
The Philistines were strong enough 
to smite because ot the weakness of 
Israel. They recognized the shouts 
and remembered th,e mighty deeds ot 
Jehovah, which exploits would have 
been repeated had Israel truly turned 
to God. There was good reason for 
the Philistines to fear. But God was

arc the largest 
known in the world.

At the National radium institute, ac-

emancipation vf members of cougresj," 
is the way Congressman Warren Worth 
Bailey of l/emisylvania, described his 
proportional representation bill (11. 11. 
20737) before the house committee on 
election of president, 
vice 
president 


and representatives in congress, at tin 
hearing before the committee February 
It). Th« Bailey bill would enable any 
state which fleets three or more mem- 
bers to elect them by the list system of 
proportional representation instead of 
the present system of sinjfle-meuiber 
districts. It seeks to correct the abunes 
of the present system 
by which tho 


voters in a congressman's district who 
vote against him no unrepresented in 
the congress. 


"A democrat in Vermont or a repub- 


lican in Texas might as well be at the 
bottom of the sen so far as any effect 
his vote might l.ave on the election," 
suid Representative Bailey to thu com- 
mittee. "The only real purpose a dem- 
ocrat serves.iu Vermont," he said, "is 
to entitle the republicans in that state 
ID a larger representation in the- home 
than they would otherwise get by rea- 
son of a larger population. The samu 
is equally true 
of 
a republican 
in 


Texas." 


Mr. C. G. Hong, general secretary of 


the American ^Proportional I\epres«nta- 
tion league, of Haverford, 1'a., describ- 
ed to the 'committee the working of the 
Ikiley bill in practice. 
"Under 
thw 


bill," he said, "any state electing thrne 
or more representatives might select 
the list system, which consists simply 
in allowing cuch party 
or group 
to 


nominate candidates in a single list on 
the ballot. 
The voter marks a single 


cross on any one list. This vote counts 
as a vote for the list and as a vole for 
the man on the list selected. The to- 
tal vote in the state is divided by the 
number of representatives to which the 
state is entitled, and representatives 
lire apportioned to the various parties 
in accordance with their voting strength 
in the state. The particular candidates 
of any party selected are those who 
receive the fjreatest number of votes 
on their particular list.

to corruption.
